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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for making a compound of formula (I) is neither disclosed nor fairly 
suggested by the closest art of record: Pincock et al (Canadian Journal of 
Chemistry, The Photochemistry of Indenyl Alcohols and Esters: Substituent Effects 
on the Competition Between Ion- and Radical-derived Products, 2003, Vol 81, pages 
1083-1095). Pincock teaches (Page 1085, Scheme 2, left-hand and bottom paths, 
X=H) a multi-step process for the synthesis of compounds of formula (I). Pincock 
neither discloses nor fairly suggests that the instantly process employing the 
cyclization of a cinnamaldehyde-derived acetal can be used to produce compounds 
of formula (I). Similarly, Pincock neither discloses nor fairly suggests that the 
compounds of formula (I') be produced by his method. The instantly claimed 
compounds and process for their production are therefore patentable over the 
teachings of Pincock et al, the closest prior art.
